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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that Gray does not show cells 
with different configurations forming first and second circumferential bands. In response to applicant's argument that the combined 
references fail to show certain features of applicant's invention, it is noted that the features upon which applicant relies (i.e., configuration 
means shape) are not recited in the rejected claim(s). Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the 
specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). As mentioned in the 
Final rejection, the Examiner used Webster's online dictionary and found that "configuration" was defined as: a relative arrangement of 
elements. The Examiner also found online Chambers 21st century dictionary definition of "configuration" to be: the positioning or 
distribution of the parts of something, relative to each other. The term "orientation" also means: the position of something relative to 
another element. Thus, the Examiner is not persuaded and considers configuration to be synonymous with arrangement or orientation. 
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
